As used in this Tariff, en "nttnchmenf' shnll mcnn the physical cormection of (n) a messenger strand supporting tho wires, cables or stnnd-mmmted 
associated fac ilities and equipment ofn cable system m· (b) sctvlce drops affixed to the pole nnd located more than one vertical toot away ll'Om the 
point at which the messenger strnnd is nttacbed to the pole (but not a strand originating or mid·span service drop) or (c) service drops located on n 
dedicated service, drop or lift pole. An attachment shaU consume no more than one foot (1') of vertical spliCe on any distributlon pole owned by 
tho Company.

On all accounts not so paid an additionnl charge of 5% of the unpaid 
balance will be msdc. 

POLESUDJECTTOATTACHMENT, 

When an Opel'llmr proposes to furnish cable television service within the Company's operating nrea and desires to make 1\ltnchmcuts on certnln 
distribution poles of Company, Operator shall make written Bllpllcation, on a form furnished by Compnny, to install attachments specifying the 
location of each pole in question, the character of its propo.'led atto.chmc.nts nnd the amount wu.llocation of space desired, and any other inforruation 
necessary to calculate the transverse and vertical load pl11ced upon the poltJ as a result of the proposed attachment and nny other facilities attached 
to the pole. Within forty-five (45) days after receipt of tho application, Comp11ny shaU noti:ly Operator whether and to what extent any special 
conditions will be required to permit the usc by Operator of each such pole. Opemtor shall reimburse Compmty for any expenses incurred in 
reviewing such written applications fo1· auachmcnt Opet'lltot· sbnll bavo a non-exclusive right to use such poles of CompRny RS may be used or 
reserved for usc by Operator and any other poles of Compauy when brought hereunder in acr.ordancc with tho procedure hereinafter provided. 
Company :;hull have the right to grant, by contract or otherwise to others rights or privilege~) to use nny po!QS of the Company oud Company shall 
lul.ve the right to continue and extend any such rights or privileges heretofore grouted. All poles shall be nod remain the property of Company 
regardless of any payment by Operator toward their cost and Operator shall, except for the lights provided hereunder, acquire no right, t!Ue or 
interest lu or to any such pole.

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All attachments and assoeintcd equipment of Operator (including witbout limitation, power su1>plies) shall be installtd in 11 

manner satisfactory to Company and so as not to interfere with the present or any future use which Company may desire to make 
of tho poles covered by this Tariff. All such attachments aud equipment shall be Jnstalled and at nil times maintained by Operator 
so as to comply ut leust with the minimum requiremeuts of the National Electrical Safety Code and 011y otl!er applicable 
regulations or codes promulgated by state, local Ol' other governmental authority having jutisdiction there over. Power supply 
apparatus having as its largest dimension more than sixteen inches must be placed on a separate pole to be installed by Operator. 
Operator shall toke necessary prcenutions by the installation of protective equipment or other means, to protect all persons and 
property of all kinds aguinst injury Ol' damage occUlTing by reason of Opcrutor's attachments. 

POLE INS1'A LLATTON OR REPLACEMENT; REARRANGEMENTS; GUYING. 

In any cnse Operator proposes to install attachments on a pole to be erected by Company in a uew locntion, w1d to provide 
adeqUD.Ie space or strcogtb to accommodate such attachments (either at the request of Opcmto•· to comply with U1e aforesaid codes 
and regulations) such pole must, in Company'sjudgmcnt, be taller and/or stronger than would be necessary to accommodate the 
fucilities of Company und of other persons who have previm1sly indiCIIted that they desire to make attachments on such polo or 
with whom Company has 110 agreement providing for joint or share ownership of poles, the cost of such extra height and/or 
strength shall be paid to Company by Operator. Such cost shall be the difference between the co~t In place of the new pole and 
tho current cost In place of a pole considered by Company to be adequate for the facilities of Company and the attachments of 
such other persons.

Jf because of the requi rements of its business, Company proposed to replace an existing pole on which Operator hus any 
attachment, or Company proposed to chango tho arrangements of its facilities on o.ny linch pole io such manner as to necessitntc a 
rearrangement of Opet'lltor's attuchment, or if ns a result of any i nspectlon of Operato1Js attachments Company determines that 
any such attachments arc not in accordance with npplicablo codes or the provisions of this Tariff or &e otherwise hazards 
Company shall give Operator not less than 48 hours notice of such proposed replacement or chw1ge, or any such violation or 
hawrd, unless an wnergcmcy requires a shorter perlod. In such event, Opemtor shaU at its expense relocate, rearrange or modify 
its attachments at Lite time specified by Company. If Operlltor fails to do so, or if any such emergency makes .notice improctical, 
Company shall perform such relocation or rearrangement w1d Operoto1· shall reimb11rnC Compnny for the l'easonoble cost thereof. 

Any additional guying or anchors required by reason ofthe attocl1ments of Operator sbnll be provided at the expense of Operator 
and shall meet the reqllircmcnts of allappi!CIIble code.-; or regulations nnd Compmry's generally applicable guying stllndards.

"POLE INSTALLATiON OR REPLACEMBN1~ REARRANGEMENTS; GUYING" that would bave been payable had such 
attncbmcnt been made on the date following the date of the last previous inspection required to be made by Company under applicable 
regulations of the Kentucky Public Service Commission.

TNDEMNITY. 

Operator hereby agrees to indemnify, bold hanuless, and defend Company from !lnd ngainst any IUld t\11 loss, damage, cost or expense 
which Company may suffer or for which Coutpany may be held liable because of interruption ofOpcratol·'s servico to Its subscribers or 
because of Interference with television reception of saJd subscribers or others, or by rcnson of bodily injury, including death, to any 
person, or dmnage to or dcstrucdon oJ' any property, including loss of use tbe1'0of, arising out of or in nny manner connected with the 
attnclunent, operation, nod mnintllllance of the facilit ies of Open~tor on the poles of Company under this Tariff, when due to tmy act.

Compnny may, in 
mldition to all other remedies under this tariff forthwith take any one or more of the following actions: Lerminnle the specific pcm1it or 
permits coveting the poles to which ~'UCh defunlt or non-compliance i~ applicable; remove, relocate or l't:lln·nnge ntt.uchments of Operator 
to whid1 such defnult or non-compliance relntcs, all nt Opcmtur's expense; decline to permit additionw altachme.nls hereunde1· until such 
uelilult Is cured; or in the event of ony failure to pay ru1y of the charges, fees or amounts provided in this Tariff or w1y other substantial 
ddiutlt, or of repented defaults termionte Operator's right of nttacbmeut. Operator 11hal/ remove all a£/aclmwnts where Company has N 
let·minal!!d the t·ight ofallachment herein within 30 days of Company providing noti,·e of termination. If Operator .fails to remove such 
ttltachment.v within 30 days, then Company may remove such al/achmenl.v at Operator 's e.xpem·e.

This Taritfshall be binding upon and inure to the bendits of the parties hereto, their respective successors ;md/or assigns. but 
Operator shall not assign, transfer or sublet any of the rights hereby granted without the prior wriltt:n consent of' the 
Company, which shall not be unreasonably withheld, <md any such purported assignment. transfer or sublt:lting without such 
consent shall be void. 

PERFORMANCE WAIVER. 

Neither party shall be considered in default in the performance of its obligations herein, or any of them. to the extent that 
performance is delayed or prevented due to causes beyond the control of said party. including but not limited tu. AcL~ or God 
or the public enemy, war, revolution, civil commotion, blockade or embargo, acts of government, any law. order, 
proclamation, regulation, ordinance, demand, or requirement of any government, fires, explosions. cyclones, tloods, 
unnvoidablc casualties, quarantine, restrictions, strikes, labor disputes, lock-outs, and other causes beyond the n:nsonablc 
control of either of the parties. 

PRESERVA TTON OF REMEDIES.
